Child-Wife Laughs. 

The child-wife seems totally insensi- 
ble to the gravity of the charges against 
her husband, or the probability that het 
own responsibility in incidents preced- 
ing the tragedy may be investigated. 

While the police and physicians were 
developing the sale of horror, as. they 
now give it out, sMe laughed frequently. 
Once in the afternoon she telephoned 
into the city to inquire about a skirt 
she had ordered the day before. 

Rev. Richard Rowley, rector of the 
Episcopal Church in Rogers Park, Chi- 
cago, said to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
by long-distance telephone Saturday 
that he belleved Dr. Hart, who is one 
of his parishioners, to be innocent of 
any intention to murder Irene Kiakow. 

‘‘As to the charge that he tried to pol- 
son himself,”’ said Rev. Mr. Rowley, “I 
have no opinion to express. I knew of 
his indulgence in morphine, ané have 
done all in my power to help him 
overcome the habit.”’ 


The clergyman said that the seandal 
regarding which, as he testified at the 
coroner’s inquest. he had been consulted 
by Dr. Hart, did not personally involve 
the young physician. “It is purely a 
parochial matter,” he said. — 

Neighbors Tell of Tragedy. 

As was told in the Post-Dispatch, the 
inquest was begun Friday. Before It was 
adjourned for 1 days because of Dr. 
Hart's condition. a sister of the dead 
girl. Eda Klakow; a neighbor, Mrs. 
Richard Cortis, and a physician, Dr.

PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT’S ACTION. 
The Post-Dispatch congratulates the people of St. 


Louis and commends President Roosevelt and Attor- 
ney-General Moody for their decision to attack the 
bridge and terminal monopoly which has for years 
oppressed St. Louis and the great territory depend- 
ent upon St. Louis for its market. 

The President’s order to the Attorney-General to 
take action against this monopoly marks a signal 
victory for the people achieved by the power of pub- 
licity. It is a triumph of publicity, fearlessly and 
persistently applied to a great wrong. 

When the Post-Dispatch undertook the task of 
freeing St. Louis from the grasp of the bridge and 
terminal monopoly, the fight seemed hopeless. The 
business interests were apathetic and despaired of 
relief. The merchants were timid, fearing the power 
of the monopoly to injure their interests. The in- 
fluence of the monopoly railroads was all powerful. 
For years there had been protests from press and 
people against the bridge tolls and the terminal con- 
ditions which hampered the trade of St. Louis, but 
without avail. 

But when, in 1903, on the plea that additional 
facilities were needed for the World’s Fair, the St. 
Louis Termina] Railroad Association sought addi- 
tional franchises of great value which would prac- 
tically absorb all the available opportunities for ter- 
minal tracks, the Post-Dispatch declared that the 
association should not and could not have these val- 
uable franchises without concessions which would 
place St. Louis upon the map and would remove the 
tolls from her commerce. Although the demands of 
the association were supported and advocated by the 
heads of the World’s Fair, the Post-Dispatch did not 
hesitate to attack the association and to oppose its 


fearlessness, his energy and his desire to serve the 
people.

Call’s retirement as president of the 
New York Life; that George W. Perkins 
retires from the vice-presidency and 
that a new financial committee be 
chosen. 

Following these decisions of the con- 
ference Superintendent Vandiver sent 
a communication to President-John A. 
McCall of the New York Life Insurance 
Co. demanding that the -§$148,702.50 con- 
tributed to the Republican campaign 
fund be replaced in the treasury of the 
company under penalty of revoking the 
company’s license to do business in 
Missouri for failure to comply with the 
demand. 

Mr. Vandiver also informed Mr. Mc- 
Call that the Missouri department will 
insist on a new president, vice-president 
and Financial Committee for the com- 
pany just as soon as the directors can 
make the reorganization.

MRS. PERRY LOSES. 


She Sought to Secure $60,000 on Her 
Husband’s Contract. 

The United States Circuit Court re- 
turned judgment against Mrs. August? 
L. D. Perry, Friday, in her sult against 
the Rubber Tire Wheel Co. and the Con- 
solidated Rubber Tire Co., demanding 
$60,000 on a contract. Mrs. Perry 
claimed that amount as commission due 
her husband, John W. Perry, for the 
sale of the territorial rights of the com- 
pany in Germany. The claim had been 
transferred to her by her husband, the 
plaintiff said. 

it was alleged that in 1899 Perry, while 
the representative of the Rubber Tire 
Wheel Co. in Paris, sold the agency 
rights in Germany for the company un- 
der a contract by which he was to re- 
celve a commission of $60,000. The com- 
pany refused to carry out its contract 
with the purchaser, it was alleged, but 
it was asserted that Perry was entitled 
to the commission just the same. 

Perry brought suit to recover the 
amount in the courts of Paris, 
ment was against him.
